THE KAISER CLIQUE 


BY BOB AVAKIAN 


in the last two Issues we have talkedabourt the big boss of Oakland, 
racist dog William Formosa Knowland: his propaganda tool, the 
Oakland TRIBUNE; his reactionary politics; and his vicious political 
machine: all of which he uses to control Oakland and much of the 
Bay Area and to Influence national and even international affairs, 
From our brief examination of Knowland it is clear that he is the 

open, declared enemy of not only black people and Mexican-American 
in the city of Gakland, but of colored people throughout the world, 
and working people, students and all other people striving to live 
like human beings In this country. 

Knowland is crude, overt, heavy-handed, obvious; but there is 
another, potentially more powerful, more dangerous enemy of the 
people who ts quietly and insidiously gathering his forces in Oakland, 
preparing to challenge Knowland's right to be ruler of the city and 
chief exploirer of its people, From on top of his 28 story monument= 
building in the heart of Oakland, Edgar Kalser has a clear view of 
the miles and miles of flatland ghettoes, where more than 100,000 
poor people are crowded together and held down by a vicious 
eccupying police force. It is on the 28th story of this building 
that the Kaiser clique plots its plans for pushing Knowland aside, 
and running new games on the people who live in those vast slums. 
Unlike Knowland, Kaiser is slick, smooth-talking--although he has 


i been known to make monumental blunders, as he did when he once 


impatiently told Kwame Nkrumah former head of the African gov- 
ernment of Ghana, “hurry up and make up your mind-- you're 
free, white and 21." (Nkrumah, of course, is well over 21, black,

000,000, Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical ranks only a few notches 


below Kaiser Industries--with a value of over three quarters of a 
billion dollars and sales (1967) of almost one billion dollars, Much 
of the Kaiser fortune {s due to contracts from the U.S, government— 
paid for, of course, out of our taxes--which have helped since World 
War Il, to spread the Kaiser Empire outward from Oakland across 
the United States and into most of the world, especially the under- 
developed" and superexploited countries of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, Kaiser has acrew of full-time crooks, known as ‘‘lobbyists" 
--the businessmen’s term for their flunkies who bribe government 
officlals--which keeps Kaiser in fight with the men in Washington 
who hand out the government's big give-aways to big business, 
Africa hasbeenone of the most fertile fields for Kalser’s busi- 
ness gangsterism, In 1958, Kaiser swung adeal with Kwame Nkrumah, 
then inead of stute of Ghana, a 30 year agreement, according to which 
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Kalser builr a dam on the Volga River in Ghana, and received, 
in return, the rights to a aluminum smelting plant, made possible 
by the dam, So now, Kalser ships bauxite from Trinidad In the West 
indies--where he has also penetrated--to, Ghana, where he uses 
the smelter to convert the bauxite to aluminum at very low cost and 
a very high profit. This amounts to grand theft: Kaiser, Reynolds 
and the giant firm, ALCOA, use thelr monopoly power to smash 
Nkrumah, if he had tried to use the sme rer plant for the benefit 
of the people of Ghuna--cutting the big U5, companies out of a big 
profit, Nkrumah could probably have outfoxed the U.S, companies, 
however, if he had been willing to pull out of the American-British 
sphere of influence and trade with France and Eastern European 
countries, This would have meant hardship for the people of Ghana, 
for a few years; and, even though it would have pald off in the long ~ 
run, Nkrumah may have been afraid to risk dt, since he had not 
built a mass base of support among the people and had not really 
invelved them in the revolutionary rebuilding and restructuring 
of the Ghanalan economy. Still, the major crime of blackmail 
was committed by the glant U.S, aluminum firms. 

Kaiser Industries also operate in the openly fascist country of 
South Africa, where the majority of black Africans are denied all 
basic human right and are forced to work in wretched conditions 
for an average wage of less than $1.00per day, despite South Africa's 
relatively high level of industrial development, No doubt Kalser 
would say that by building plants in South Africa he is helping to 
“VWberalize’’ the government of South Africa and make things a 
little better for the millions of brutally oppressed black Africans; 
but the truth Is that things are getting worse, not better, for black 
people in that miserable country and Kaiser is only leading support 
to the murderous regime of Premier Voerster. 

And Kalser {s repeating this same patter--Investing in countries 
where the masses of people are bitterly oppressed, held in lteral 
slavery or forced to work for slave-wages, throughout other 
parts of Africa, Latin America, the Middle East and the Far East, 
Kalser Industries, alded by the U.S, government, works hand-in- 
hand with other giant American businesses and the puppet govern- 
ments of most of the "third world’ to make the hundreds of mil- 
Lions of people thelr beast of burden to turn out billions of dollars 
of profits for AMERICAN BUSINESS, « 

With his eye on his expanding empire throughout the world, it is 
not surprising that Edgar Kaiser has overlooked business ; at 
home in Oakland, until very recently, But lately, the growing re- - 
sistance of black people, the organization of the Black Panther: : 
Party and the development of the black Uberarion to a new stage 
in this area, has shocked Kaiser into realizing that and 
has made o mess of things; that the people through his game : - 
entirely; that they are not afrald ta stand up to him and that ae : 
have started to get it together. So Kaiser has decided 
take things out of ants Lets senee away. He

Kaiser and the rest of his big-time exploiter clique will, of 
course, insist that the purpose of the ‘Oakland Urban Coalition" 
and Kalser’s general interest in the black community is to help 
the people improve their miserable condirons--just like he insists 
that by going into South Africa, he is helping the black slaves 
there. But Kalser’s record in Africa, Asia, Latin America and 
everywhere else he hos extended his tentacles of exploitation, 
makes his. real intention very clear: to make as much money a5 
he can and do just enough to keep the "natives" from getting too 
restless, Kaiser is very proud of allowing black people to work 
in his industries and of his ‘affirmative action’ program to get 
a few Negroes into higher paylng jobs. Kalser executives brag about 
how they are helping black people, especially young kids, to become 
capable of “‘compering™ for the better jobs. But will Kalser indorse 
the Panther Program, demanding FULL employment for all black 
people (as well as whites}? Of course not: Kaiser only wants black 
to engage in cut-throat COMPETITION with other working people 
for jobs, But why should black people, or anyone else, fight like 
dogs for crumbs, when the wealth and technology of this country 
could give everyone in the WORLD a decent life] Kalser will give 
a few more crumbs and a lot more sweet talk to oppressed people, 
Aur he draws the lime at giving them everything they are due 
and everything they need and could have toctive Ukefull human 
beings.

LEGAL FIRST AID 


This pocket lawyer is provided os a means of keeping black 
people up to date on their rights. We are always the first to be 
arrested and the racist police forces are constantly trying fo pre- 
tend that rights are extended equally to all people. Cut this out, 
brothers and sisters, and carry it with you. Until we arm ourselves 
to righteously take care of our own, the pocket lawyer is what's 
hoppening. 

1. If you are stopped and/or arrested by the police, you may re- 
main silent; you do not have to answer any questions about al- 
leged crimes, you should provide your name and address only if 
requested (although it is not absolutely clear that you must do so,) 
But then do so, and at all time remember the fifth amendment. 

2. If a police officer is not in uniform, ask him to show his iden- 
tification. He has no authority over you unless he properly identi- 
fies himself. Beware of persons posing as police officers. Always 
get his badge number and his name, 

3. Police have no right to search your cor or your home unless 
they have a search warrant, probable cause or your consent, They 
may conduct no exploratory search, that is, one for evidence of 
crime generally or for evidence of a crime unconnected with the 
one you are being questioned about. (Thus, a stop for an auto 
violation does not give the right to search the auto.) You are not 
required to consent to a search; therefore, you should not consent 
and should state clearly and unequivocally that you do not consent, 
in front of witnesses if possible. If you do not consent, the police 
will have the burden in court of showing probably cause. Arrest 
may be corrected later. 

4. You may not resist arrest forcibly or by going limp, even if you 
are innocent. To do so is o separate crime of which you can be con- 
vieted even if you are acquitted of the original charge. Do not re- 
sist arrest under any circumstances. 

5. IF you are stopped and/or arrested, the police may search you 
by potting you on the outside of your clothing, You can be stripped 
of your personal possessions. Do not carry anything that includes 
the name of your employer or friends. 

7, Do not engage in “friendly” conversation with officers on the 
way to or at the station. Once you are arrested, there is little like- 
lihood that anything you say will get you released. 

B. As soon as you have been booked, you have the right to com- 
plete at least two phone calls—one to a relative, friend or attorney, 
the other to a boil bondsman. If you can, call the Black Panther 
Party, 654-2003, and the Party will post bail if possible. 

9. You must be allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately. 

10. You do not have to give any statement to the police, nor do 
you have to sign any statement you might give them, and therefore 
you should mot sign anything. Take the Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments, because you cannot be forced to testify against 
yourself. 

11. You must be allowed to post bail in most coses, but you must 
be able to pay the bail bondsmen‘s fee. If you cannot pay the fee, 
you may ask the judge to release you from custody without bail or 
to lower your bail, but he does not have to do so, 

12. The police must bring you into court or release you within 48 
hours after your arrest (unless the time e?ds on a week-end or a 
holiday, and they must bring you before o judge the first day court 
is iM session.) 

13. If you do no’ have the money to hire on attorney, immedi- 
ately ask the police to get you an attorney without charge, ~ 

14. If you have the money to hire o private attorney, butdo not 
know of one, call the Notional Lawyers’ Guild or the Alameda 
County Bar Association (or the Bar Association of your county) and 
furnish you with the name of an attorney who practices criminal 
law.

WACO SUES 
EMPORIUM 


The Western Addition Com- 
munity Organization (WACO) will 
filed an Unfalr Labor Practice 
charge with the National Labor 
Relations Board last month against 
the Emporium on behalf of two 
recently-discharged employees of 
the store. 

. The employees, Tom Hawkins 
and Jim Hollins, were fired on 
November 11, 1968, for distri- 
puting leaflets in front of the utore 
on Aiarket Strtet. The leaflets 


accused the Emporium of racial 
discrimination in its personnel 
practices and asked shoppers to 
boycott the store until diseri- 
mination stopped, 


WACO, an activist community 
organization, is demanding that 
the two men be reinstated in thelr 
jobs with back pay, and that all 
employees be notified of this ac- 
tion, Black people and other min- 
oriry persons, according to WACO, 
are not getting a fair shake from 
San Francisco employers in hir- 
ing and promotions, and they must 
be free to exercise their constl- 
futional right peacefully to pro- 
test racial discrimination wher- 
ever and whenever it appears. 

WACO is being represented by 
Attorney Jotham Pierce, Jr., of 
the San Francisco Neighborhood 
Legal Assistance Foundation. 


lr is time that this School Board answered questions repeatedly being asked in 
public and private meetings by responsible representatives of the commumniry. 

1) Why do you totally ignore the moral deterioration to which our children are 
dally exposed by the continued existence in our community of the Midpeninsula 
Free University? Are you not even aware that at least one member of your 
faculry demeans the excellence of your educational system by personally con- 
tributing to this degrading activity which represents itself as an educational 
institution? 

2) Why do you totally ignore the disruptive influences to the educational excellence 
of our schools exerted by the irresponsible activities of such listed subversive 
organizations as the Students for Democratic Society, and other student groups 
disrupting our schools such as the Black Student Union and the United Student 
Movement? 

3) Why, instead, do you address your efforts to placate militant elements, totally 
alien to Palo Alto, with a bi-racial program calculatedly misnamed the Multi- 
culrural Project? 

Wf there is doubt in the community about the bi-racial aspects af the so-called 
Multicultural Project, may I first quote from Dr. Oliver, “The ability to win the 
cooperation IN SOME OF THE MORE MILITANT AREAS OF EAST PALO ALTO 
will be strongly impared by not having a Negro filling this position." Secondly, 
may 1 exhibit the advertisement you are currently circulating which Is captioned, 
“PALO ALTO WANTS BLACK TEACHERS FOR MULTICULTURAL PROJECT.” 
and, ‘THE OPPORTUNITY FOR BLACK TEACHERS IN PALO ALTO IS REAL.” 
The text goes on to read, ‘‘This multicultural program is not a *token’ attempt 
to employ blacks, but 4 unique voluntary effort to bring about significant changes in 
curriculum and humanistic attitudes among 70,000 children ana adults in the Palo 
Alto communiry.”’ We recall the statement which your chosen Coordinator for Multi- 
culniral Activities put forward at the Asilomar Conference to the effect thar, once 
the Multicultural Program is underway, there will be 4 moratorium on the hiring of 
white teachers until sufficient black teachers have been hired to achieve an ethnic 
balance. Is such a moratorium planned? Or, is it in force at this time? What means 
of judging the necessary ethnic balance will be employed? Will militant negores, oF 
whites, be sought to provide our underprivileged children the educational experiences 
this school board and its administration appear to feel are So desperately needed? 

Those of us who have seen our children benefit from the educational program of 
this district know that ours is not, and never hos bmen, a racist community, We've 
seen our children's education broadened by beneficial exposure to the many ethnic 
minorities existing WITHIN: our community, We find it incredible when we hear 


Dr, Oliver quoted as saying we necc tls bi-racial program “"To cleanse our district

of any traces of racial blas or bigotry, conscious or unconscious," 

Even tf we were so gullible as to agree with your chosen Coordinator of Multi- 
cultural Activities that Palo Alto is racist simply because it is predominantly white, 
we would have to ask you, ‘How is the importation of this militant negro, openly ad— 
yocating o racist philosophy, supposed to benefit our children?" By similar logic, 
do you intend to hire an active dope peddler to alleviate the drug addiction problem. 
on our school campuses? 

Now, it is time to ask the $64 question, Is it your intention to pursue the stared 
objective, at Asilomar, of your chosen Coordinator of Multicultural Activities, 
that ‘What you have to do then Is to adopt, annex or to absorb East Palo Alto into 
Palo Alto, | don’t care how you do it, and I don’t care about breaking laws ——~." 
Many of us do not share his, and, appparently, your preoccupation with the prob- 
lems of San Mateo County--at our expense and to the detriment of our children's 
education, Many of us do not relish having, as an administrative officer of our school 
district, a militant negro who unhesitatingly acknowledges his close association and 
warm relationship with other militant racists who are disrupting our nation’s schools, | 
coast-to-coast, For instance, Black Panther George Murray, lately associated 
with San Francisco State, was quoted in a Fresno speech as sayLig that the American 
flag was a “‘plece of tollet paper" deserving of being ‘*flushed down the toilet,” 
He also stared ‘'All political power comes from the barrel of a gun.” It is nota 
coincidence that this is a verbatim quotation from the Chinese communist doctrin- 
naire, ‘" Thoughts of Mao Tse-Tung"’, Another friend and Black Panther, Mrs. Kathleen 
Cleaver, stared that sociery must change OR DIE, Not surprisingly, this is also a 
direct quotation from each of Mr. Walton's public utterances, and from his single 
written pamphlet ‘‘Exéerts from the book, The Black Curriculum”. Sincere attempts 
have been made to obtain any other publications he is supposed to have written, Where 
are they? Why does his office not make them available? Did the Search Committee 
request them or is it possible they do not exist? 

In this same pamphlet, he writes, “the present Afro-American Studies program 
was built into the framework of the white school structure as an expedient measure 
only. Ideally black schools, black school districts and black universities ure needed.” 
Surprisingly, we agree on something. He, and those of his militant. views, should 
have the segregated schools he desires, But, NOT IS PALO ALTO) lo would appear 
that you have been singularly successful In provoking seridtis Community conflict 
by virtue of your inept choice of an administrator espousing Stch’ radical philosophy.

District--hope this project, in general, and this man, in papticulan, can contrite
